con, Ga... May 2.—(Special.)—As briefly 
stated in The Constitution today, the Ma- 
con agricultural works were destroyed 
by fire this morning about 130 o'clock. 
It is not known how the fire started, but 
it is believed to have been of incendiary 
origin, as the works had not been in 
operation for months, in fact, so it 1s 
sald. not since the plant was purchased 
some time ago by Secretary and Treasurer 
Kaufman, of the Southern agricultural 
works of Atlanta. The Macon agricultural 
works were built and operated by Macon 
people until purchased some time last 
vear by Mr. Kaufman. The plant was 
in successful operation at the time Mr. 
Kaufman bought it; but he shut down 
work soon after the purchase, presum- 


ably to keep it out of competition with } 


the Southern agricultural works of At- 
lanta. It is reported that Mr. Kaufman 
gave only $7,500 for he plant, although it 
was easily worth $20,000, but the manager 
of the works desired to engage in the 
cotton mill business. hence why the works 
were sold at a sacrifice. It is said that 
Mr. Kaufman has been looking for some 
one to operate the works at Macon with 
him. and he was contemplating putting 
them in operation at an early day, and 
has recently been to Macon with that end 
in view. There was insurance on the 
plant, but the exact amount cannot be 
ascertained today. The works were situ- 
ated a short distance outside of the city 
and the Macon fire department did nof 
go to the scene. 
Is the Trouble Ended? 

It is said today that the trouble over the 
Crawford county primary is not ended 
yet, for the following alleged reason: 

The voters’ books were properly turned 
over to the tax collector and were de- 
posited by him in the superior court 
clerk’s vault. When the books were 


_taken out to be used on Tuesday at the 


various precincts it was found, so it is 
allaged, that the voters’ book for Webb's 
district was missing, and the same was 
never found, The managers conducted 
the election in that district as best they 
could without the book.

North Highlands Will Be Changed 
to a Village of Cottages. 


WHEAT CROP REPORTED AS 600D 


Columbus Preparing for Its Street 
Fair—History of a Seven-Mile 
Railroad, Etc. 


Columbus, Ga., May 20—(Special.)—The 
contract for the 20,000-spindle mill of the 
Bibb Manufacturing Company on orth 
Highlands will be let shortly. Plans are 
now beng prepared, and as soon as they 
are complete bids will be asked for. The 
work of grading the foundation of the 
mill will be complete in a day or two. 

The building of this mill and that of the 
Columbus Manufacturing Company, which 
ig now practically complete, will com- 
pletely alter the appearances of North 
Highlands. ag a village of operatives’ res- 
idences will spring up there. The Colum- 
bus Power Company, which is associated 
with the Bibb Manufacturing Company ih 
the new mill, is now advertising for bids 
for seventy frame cottages, to be bullt 
on the highlands. Some of these houses 
will be one-story and some two-story; 
some will have six rooms, some four, etc. 
It can readily be seen that building such 
a village will give employment to all the 
idle carpenters in this section, and will 
fill out orders for all the lumber yards. 
These seventy houses will comprise but a 
| part of the Bibb village. 

It is now thought that the dam and 
power house of the Columbus Power Com- 
pany, from which will come the power to 
run both these new mills, will be com- 
pleted by August Ist. 

A Fine Wheat Crop. 

The wheat crop in this section of Geor- 
gia.and Alabama is splendid. The small 
grain crop is generally larger and better 
than it has been in a number of years. 
Diversification of crops exists in this sec- 
tion more this spring than in a long time. 
Corn, wheat, rye, sugar cane, etc., are 
being given special attention. 

The fine wheat crops around Columbus 
are all the talk among the farmers. Mr. 
Wiliam Parkman, of Chattahoochee coun- 
tv, who was here yesterday, gsdid that he 
had the finest kind of wheat on a four- 
acre upland field.. The ground was nat- 
urally poor, but he had fertilized it prop- 
erly, and he now has such a good crop 
that he says if the wheat on it wero 
ground, it woud make a hoecake one inch 
thick, enoug’ to cover the entire four 
acres! Another gentleman here yester- 
day said that the wheat crop in his sec- 
tion wag the finest since the war. He 
kuew of fields that would = yield sixty 
bushels to the acre. The wheat crop on 
the gine of tne Southern railway, between 
here and Atlanta, is especially good, 

The Street Fair. 

Columbus people are already beginning 
to work for the street fair, which oceurs 
the last of October. The subscription 
committees appointed by President Kim- 
bell, of the Fair Assoctation, will begin 
work this week. It has been suggested 
that a feature of the fair this year be 
a manufacturing exhibit of articles made 
in Columbus. Columbus has so many 
varied manufactories that a splendid ex- 
hibit of this kind could be made, and the 
idea is meeting with general favor. In 
this connection it is of interest that Co- 
lumbus has six ,cotton mills, four iron 
foundries, two power plants, two grist- 
mills, five -brick yards, two cotton oll 
mills, one barrel factory, two guano fac- 
tories, one Knitting mill, two sugar re- 
fineries, one wagon factory, four clothing 
factories, one gin works, five lumber 
plans, one brewery, three ice factories, 
two compresses, ‘cider and vinegar works, 
marble works, paper box factory, soda 
water works, candy factories, bakeries, 
etce.; with a batting and wadding mill 
and other enterprises going up. 


The Talbotton Railroad. 


It would appear that harmony reigns 
onc® more among the’stockholders of the 
Talbotton Railroad Company. ‘The Tal- 
botton railroad is but seven miles long, 
but each mile is rich with history. It 
has had as interesting experiences as 
some of the larger systems of the state. 
The Talbotton road, which was built sev- 
en years ago, extends from Bostick to 
Talbotton. It got into the courts in 1895, 
and since that time has aired its affairs 
in the courtroom at regular intervals. .At 
one time there were two separate hoards 
of directors, each one of whom c.aimed 
to have been legally elected by a majority 
of the stockholders.

The new bank will 
be known as the Albany National bank 
and will commence operations with a 
paid up capital of $50,000. It will be offi- 
cered by the most substantial business 
men in Albany and Dougherty county, 
and more than the entire issue of stock 
has already been spoken for. 

The new institution will succeed the 
Albany Trust and Savings bank. The lat- 
ter has been conducted since 1895. by the 
Exchange bank of Albany as a sort of 
side issue. It has a capital of only $23,- 
000, but has been remarkably successful. 

A cotton mill is another enterprise just 
getting under way in Albany. There has 
been a determination in local business 
circles for some time to put up a mill, 
and now those most interested in the 
movement have gone to work. On Fri- 
day afternoon an enthusiastic m Bting of 
business and professional men and farm- 
ers was held in the city hall. It was then 
and there resolved “‘that Albany have a 
cotton factory.’’ Committees were ap- 
pointed to secure subscriptions to stock, 
and work was at once instituted. The 
prospect is encouraging, and a large, well- 
equipped mill may be expected in Albany 
in the not distant future.

MAYOR VETOES THE ACTION. 


Rorhe Council Provided for Election 


of Police Supernumeraries. 

Rome, Ga., May 20.—(Special.)—Mayor 
Thompson Hiles has exercised the right 
of veto in a matter passed upon by the 
city council a few days ago. Upon the 
inaugaration of the present administra- 
tion retrenchment in the expenses of the 
city government was the paramount ac- 
tion. The police forge was cut from 
twelve to ten men, the Sanitary inspec- 
tor was abolished and the duties of city 
clerk and city attorney united at one 
salary. 

At a special meeting the past week, 
and during the absence of Chairman 
Kane, of the police committee, the coun- 
cil provided for two Supernumerary po- 
licemen, and instructed the chief of po- 
lice to place them at work until the 
council could regularly elect. 

The mayor in his veto holds that the 
election of supernumeraries was only 
another way of electing two more police- 
men, and that the salary list or expense 
bill cannot be increased after once fixed. 
He points out also the heavy expense in- 
curred by the city in handling the small- 
pox. The mayor is generally upheld by 
the people in his protest against the 
couneil’s arbitrary methods, but it is be- 
lieved that the provision for supernum- 
eraries will be passed over his head at 
the next meeting.

The property returns of all the rail- 
roads in-Georgia for the year will show 
an increase in value over last year of 
between $1,500,000 and $2,000,000. The rail- 
road returns are required by law to be 
in the hands of Comptroller General 
Wright by May Ist, and except in a few 
instances where good excuses have been 
offered for the delay, this rule has been 
complied with.

The railroad mileage in the state undgt 
the last report of the railroad commis- 
sion is 5,374.82, and returns for taxation on 
all 6f this have been forwarded to the 
capitol. The returns of a number of 
roads have been sent back to the compa- 
nies that prepared them for revision, as 
in a number of cases the comptroller 
general of the state and the companies 
differ as to the valuation. 

The Central has been asked to revise 
its return on the property between Ma- 
con and Savannah, which was valued by 
the company this year at $10,000 a mile. 
This valuation is exclusive of bridges and 
trestles and is made alone on the tracks 
and roadbed. The assessment of $10,000 a 
mile on this part of the road was made 
in 1896, just at the time it was undergo- 
ing reorganization, and since then its 
value has appreciably increased to the 
point where it should be returned at a 
higher figure. The return on the Central 
property between Atlanta and Macon o*% 
$13,000 a mile is regarded as satisfactory. 
The valuation made on the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida for this year, made on 
an old assessment at $6,900 a mile, has 
also been returned in the hope that the 
officers of the road will increase the 
valuation for taxation. The returns of 
the Savannah, Florida and Western and 
of the Brunswick and Western, the first 
of which were fixed at $8,500 a mile, are 
both returned for readjustment. 

It is possible that arbitration will be 
necessary before the state or the rail- 
roads mentioned will yield, but arbitra- 
tion is not at all probable. “I think and 
believe,” said Comptroller General Wright 
yesterday, “that all the roads I have 
called on this year for an increase will 
agree to make it, as it is nothing but 
right.” 4 

Every branch of the Southern was sub- 
jected to arbitration in 1896, and the re- 
turns made by that dine are looked on 
as satisfactory. The roads that have not 
been arbitrated in recent years are the 
ones whose property has been returned, 
according to state officials, at a figure 
below their value. As the physical con- 
dition and earning capacity of the road 
improves and increases, as in the case 
of all the lines whose returns have been 
sent back, it is expected that the valua- 
tion shall also increase. 

In this connection the returns at the

I had as much interest in that home as 
anybody, and I wanted to protest as a Geor 
gia Baptist against raising money to care 
for God's orphans by any such theatrical 
farce. I did not and do not now believe 
the Baptists of Georgia will submit to 
any such a method of raising monsy. If 
I am wrong, I am willing to be cen- 
sured. But I belleve God wants money to 
eome for His work in different ways. 
Then I wanted to protest as a Christian 
minister against mock marriages. Let 
them be by whomsoever given. Think of 
making marriage a frolic to be laughcd 
at! A lot of children and men making 
a sport of an institution as sacred as the 
Sabbath or the Lord’s supper or baptism. 
Might just as well get up a mock Sab- 
bath, a mock baptism or a mock Lord’s 
supper, Again, I protest in the name of 
the sacredness of this institution. The 
effort on the part of some to represent 
measthe one ministerial ourang outang 
who stands alone in doing the discourt- 
eous thing. of attacking this thing, is 
simply an eftort to prejudice the public. 
I did not originate the fight. It started 
in the Baptist pastors’ conference, when 
I was present, and the conference Was a 
unit in condemnation of the thing. To 
censure me, therefore, means to censure 
all present that morning, if those there tell 
the truth. \ 

“Let me say again, I ap responsible for 
my convictions and believe the mock wed- 
ding business is primarily of the devil.

INVESTIGATION TO BEGIN 


Ordinance Committee To Consider

PETITION UP FOR REPEAL OF LAW 


It Now Seems Probable That Counci) 
Will Agree to the Paving of 
North Avenue. ° 


The general council will meet at the 
city hall this afternoon at 8 o'clock, and 
under the resolution passed at the last 
session, which called for the resignation 
of Mayor James G. Woodward, some ac- 
tion in the matter is expectef since the 
resolution required the resignation of the 
mayor at the next regular session. As 
to the probable course to. be pursued by 
Mayor Woodward and his friends, there 
is nothing but cunjecture, and there is 
no definite information as to what coun- 
cil will do in the event the resignation is 
forthcoming or is withheld. 

One of the many possibilities growing 
out of the matter is that in case Mayor 
Woodward refuses by continued silence 
to acquiesce in the demand of council, 
& committee will be appointed to inves- 
tigate the charges brought against him 
before proceeding with impeachment. 
Should it be thought that no investigation 
will be necessary, an effort may be start- 
ed today to bring about an impeachment, 
but this course fs regarded as improb- 
able. There are tMose who doubt the 
existence of sufficient ground to impeach, 
while others hold to the belief that at 
all events such proceedings should: be 
put on foot without delay. 

The resolution calling for the resigna- 
tion of the mayor fs entirely in the) hands 
of council, where it originated, and noth- 
ing definite can be stated as to any 
action to be taken today. The resolu- 
tion has attracted profound interest in 
Atlanta and it is probable that the council 
chamber will be crowded to its capacity 
this afternoon. 

Will Consider Repeal of Ordinance. 

A matter of importance to come up be- 
fore council this afternoon is the petition 
asking for the repeal of the ordinance re- 
quiring the union label to be placed on 
all city printing. The petition has been 
referred to ordinance committee, 
which meets this morning at 19 o'clock, 
and the action of this committee will de- 
termine whether or not the petition will 
reach council. A hard fight will be made 
by the non-union printing shops of At- 
lanta for a favorable consideration of the 
petition and the friends of the ordinance 
will, on the other hand, make a‘Strong 
effort to have it remain. Councilman 
Grady, of the sixth, the author of the 
ordinance, with Coionel W. T. Moyers 
and representatives of the local labor 
unions will go before the committee to 
urge an unfavorable report on the peti- 
tion. 

At its session this afternoon council 
will take up again the question of pave- 
ment for North avenue, or that part of 
the thoroughfare between Williams and 
Marietta streets. A favorable report from 
the committee induces the belief that 
council will concur and that the long fight 
for North avenue pavement. will at last 
be won. The avenue will be paved, if 
the report is agreed to, with rock and 
chert at a cost to the city of $1,500, while 
the county will pay an equal amount for 
the work. According to the present ar- 
rangement, the work on Hunnicutt ave- 
nue must stop when that on North avenue 
begins. In this way the bulk of the 
money needed for the pavement will be 
obtained and Councilman G. G. Roy has 
agreed to raise what will be lacking. 

Among other matters to come before 
council will be the resolution introduced 
by Councilman Longino, of the seventh, 
declaring the ineligibility of members of 
the various city departmental boards for 
re-election. This resolution was intro- 
duced several weeks ago and has attract- 
ed much interest. It is understood that 
Counciiman Longino will make a fight 
for its passage.

He was also to 
pay my railroad fare. He paid neither. 
When I was ready to leave Easley I 
owed a balance at the hotel of $36.50. 
Thinking that Rounds owed me a bal- 
ance of $44, I gave an order on him for 
the hotel bill. I left and was arrested 
on the train. I returned to Easley and 
offered $25 in cash, all I had, but that 
was refused, as I could only pay the 
balance after I reached Atlanta.

I learned afterwards 
that he was interested in the hotel. I 
rstill belleved Rounds would pay the $44 
and expected Hagood to get the) money 
from him.

TO VIEW ECLIPSE 


Eclipse Will Be Observed by 
Famous Astronomers, 


VALUABLE APPARATUS HERE 


Fully Equipped Eclipse Stations Estab- 
lished at Barnesville and Thomaston, 


ASTRONOMERS IN = THOMASTON 


Special Excursion Trains To Be Run 
Out of Atlanta for Those Wish- 
ing To See Total Eclipse. 
Professor Hill Writes

The eyes of astronomers all over the 
world are turned toward Georgia just 
now. The solar eclipse of next Monday 
is the magnet that attracts their atten- 
tion. i 

Preparations of an elaborate nature arc 
being made in various portions of the 
state that are in the bound of totaiity 
of the eclipse to observe the phenomena 
incident to the darkening of the sun. 
These preparations are being made by 
eclipse expeditions from famous observa- 
tories that have been sent to this state at 
heavy expense to make observations and 
secure photographs of the sun during 
the eclipse. | 
Observations will be made by parties 
at Thomaston, Barnesville, Indian Spring, 
Griffin and other votnts. Expeditions 
have also been sent to points in North 
Carolina “ard South Carolina. The 
Smithson institution has an eclipse 
station at Wadesboro, < 

The two most important eclipse stations 
in Georgia are those at Thomaston and 
sarnesville. The Lick observatory at 
Mount Hamilton. Cal., sent Professor Ww. 
W. Campbell, senior astronomer on the 
observatory staff, and Professor C. D. 
Perrine with a quantity of valuable appa- 
ratus to establish a station at Thomas- 
ton. The aratus included telescopes 
of great spectroscbpes and pho- 
tographic fixtures. The eclipse begins at 
about & o’clock in the morning at Thomas- 
ton and the period of totality, when the 
sun will be entirely in eclipse, will be 
one minute and twenty-five seconds. pur- 
ing these eighty-five seconds, if the day 
is a clear one, Professor Campbell ex- 
pects to secure about forty valuable pho- 
tographs, showing the different phases of 
the sun and its corona during the eclipse. 
About sixteen scientists will be in Pro- 
fessor Campbell's party and the entire 
number will be needed to properly handle 
the telescopes and other instruments. Be- 
ginning today Professor Campbell will 
nd the entire week in drilling his as-

ble. the chance of a hitch during the brief 
period in which all the valuable observa- 
tions must be made. 

In recent letters to @ Constitution re- 
porter Professor Campbell expresses him- 
self as highly pleased with the location 
he has secured near Thomaston. 

He writes that the two ‘Holland astron- 
omers, Professor A. A. Nyland, director 
of the Utrecht observatory, and Dr. J. 
H. Wilterdink, astronomer in the Leiden 
university, arrived in New York on May 
14th. The two Dutch scientists will not 
arrive in Thomaston, however, until next 
Thursday, since their plan is to visit the 
various eclipse stations along the path 
of totality down the Atlantic coast, be- 
ginning with the Smithsonian institutioa 
party at Wadesboro, N. C., and working 
their way down to Thomaston. 

Professor Nyland will be in charge of 
the Holland government expedition to Su- 
matra to observe the solar eclipse of 
May 18, 19%. Dr.Wilterdink will be in 
charge of the Sumatra spectroscopic 
eclipse work. Both of these gentlemen 
have established positions in the scientific 
world. 

The national government, through the 
United States naval observatory at 
Washington, has established an eclipse 
station at Barnesville. It is in charge 
of Professor Milton Updegraff. 

The government station is thoroughly 
equipped for observing the eclipse and ap- 
parently the only thing that can mar 
the success of the observers is unpropi- 
tious weather. 

Professor Otis Ashmore, of Savannah, 
and other astronomers will make obser- 
vations from Barnesville as individuais. 

Special excursion trains will be run out 
of Atianta early Monday morning for the 
benefit of persons wishing to see the to- 
tal eclipse. 

Professor Hill Writes a Card. 

In connection with the recent discussion 
in The Constitution of the annular eclipse 
of 1865, Professor George A. Hill, of the 
United States naval observatory, has writ- 
ten to The Constitution telling of the 
eclipse, giving its date and other inter-

eclipse of the sun. There can be of the great 
ord that gives us heat and light three forms of 
eclipses—the total, annular and partial. The 
first is when the moon totally covers the sur- 
face of the sun, and may last from one second 
of time up to six minutes. Within the shadow 
caused by the moon cutting off the light from 
the sun, one must place himself to secure the 
best opportunity of beholding the eclipse in all 
its grandness. The diameter of the shadow cast 
upon the carth’s surface is relatively narrow in 
width, and that is why the eclipse of the 28th 
will not be total at Atlanta while it is at 
Barnesville and Griffin. 

An annular eclipse of the sun is one in which 
the moon is so placed in its passage between 
the earth end sun that its disc does not ex- 
actly cover the entire surface of the latter, but 
is surrounded by the outer portion of the sun, 
preducing the effect of a black disc projected 
upon a ring of bright sunlight. A partial 
eclirse of the sun is one in which the moon 
in passing between the earth and sun only 
touches a segment of the latter, which may be 
of any magnitude from a thin crescent to 
nearly totality. 

The eclipse to which Judge Hillyer refers 
was an annular one, happening on the morn- 
ing of October 19, 1865. 

' It was visible as a partial eclipse over the 
whole of North America, the northern portion 
of South America, western Europe and west- 
ern Africa. 

The annulus path began near Olympia, state 
of Washington, its center line passed some 
ninety miles north of Atlanta and ended in 
western Africa. ’ 

Atlanta was a few miles south of the south- 
ern limit of the annulus path, and for that 
reason the eclipse as seen from that point was 
not total, but partial, and almost annular. ‘The 
time when the greatest obscurity of the sun 
took place was 9:45 a. m. local mean time at 
Atlanta. 

These data have been sent me by a gentle- 
man connected with our Nautical Almanac, and 
the date and time is correct.

Tt is difficult to forecast the work of the 

southern Presbyterian assembly beyond 
the knowledge of the nature of the ques- 
tions which will be called ‘Into discussion 
through the presentation of the report 
of the committee on overtures. Neg and 
special subjects usually originate with the 
presbyteries, but this year there seems to 
be little on the tapis that promises ele- 
ments of sensation which the great secu- 
lar public is always alert to hear. 
_In view of the doctrinal breeze which 
has sprung up in the northern wing of 
the church, not as the result of, but given 
impetus by, the recent utterances of Dr. 
N. D. Hillis and Dr. Parkhurst, of New 
York, on some vital features of the West- 
minster. confession, it was thought by 
mary that a spirit of non-comformity 
might crop out among some of the south- 
ern brethren, or that issues might be 
raised é/that would inevitably precipitate 
a heated debate over one or more of the 
articles of faith. 

None of the overtures promise the rals< 
ing of a doctrinal issue and none of the 


commissioners who have ventured an opin- 


jon on the likelihood of such an occur- 
rence believe a ripple will stir the placid 
surface of the general assembly. 

It is not unlikely, however, that some 
lively discussion will arise over the ques- 


tion of the re-marriage of divorcees, as 
a number of overtures were addressed to 


the body on that subject, and during the 


past year it has absorbed a deal of at- 


tention in ecclesiastical and lay circles. 
The scriptural grounds of divorce are lim- 
ited to adultery and irremediable deser- 
tion and the dictum of Christ on this 
vital matter of human tInterest is well 
known. While well nigh all the commis- 
sioners are agreed on the impropriety of 
uniting one who may be termed a guilty 
divorcee to another in the holy bonds of 
matrimony, the ground is a delicate one 
and a few of them.have reasons to not 
desire the question made a church {ssue. 
They believe the moral discretion of the 
clergyman, coupled with his knowledge 
of the scriptures, ought to suffice in cases 
where he is called to make a decision. 
Salary Causes Protest. 

The action of the board of foreign mis- 
sions in increasing the salary of its sec- 
retary from $2,590 to $3,000 has provoked no 
small amount of criticism, as evinced by 
the batch of overtures bearing on the 
matter, and opinion is divided in the as- 
sembly, as would naturally be expected. 
An effort will be made to take.from the 
board the power to fix salaries and vest 
it in the congress of the church alone. 
An effort will doubtless be made with 
prospects of success to cut the salary of 
the secretary of foreign missions to the 
original amount, and there will be those 
who will insist that It even be decreased 
to $2,000. 

The revision of the hymnal will occupy 
a large part of the time alloted to the as- 
sembly, but it is expected that the action 
of the commissioners will be fairly harmo- 
nious, The ad interim committee on re- 
vision has‘ taken great pains to have 


advanced sheets of the hymns that might

new hymnal ready for delivery in 1903. 
The cloth edition. will sell for 75 cents; 
Paper 39 cents. The matter of financial 
Ways and means is not altogether re- 
assuring for the satisfactory further pros- 
fcution of the work, and there is a ten- 
dency to obstruct it shown by certain 
Overtures, but it is hoped the good work 
will go on. The new hymnal promises to 
be the most perfect work of the kind In 
jse by an evangelical church. 
Ovtline of the Work.

Perhaps the nature and duties of the 
Office of elder may come up for further 
consideration, since in the view of some, 
the deliverances of the assembly in re- 
cent years have apparently proceeded in 
some instances on the theory that the 
elder, as such, is both a teacher and a 
ruler; and in other instances on the theory 
that he is a ruler only. It may be 
thought wise, before further changes are 
made in the form of government, to de- 
cide the preliminary question which of 
these theories is correct, and then to bring 
the book into harmony with the theory 
adopted. 

It may be, too, that the question of the 

‘veto” power of the assembly, as it has 
been called, may be a subject of earnest 
debaté. At the last assembly some over- 
tures which had been sent down to the 
presbyterles by the preceding assembly, 
were returned adopted by the requisite 
humber, and the question was raised 
whether they were thereby made a part 
of the constitution of the church, or 
whether .it was necessary that the as- 
sembly then in session should ‘“‘enact’’ 
them by formal vote. There was a differ- 
ence of opinion revealed, and since there 
has been an able discussion of the sub- 
ject In which views for and against have 
been gees dam Possibly an effort may 
be made to have the point finally adjudi- 
cated.

He and Four Comrades Spent the Night 
in the Woods, = 


CORONER HOLDS AN INQUEST 


Foul Play Was at First Suspected. 


County Physician Makes an 
Examination—Verdict Was~ 
Accidental Drowning. 
Funeral Today. 


After camping on the banks of the lake 
at Lakewood all night with three friends, 
Joseph Frank Norris took an early bath 
yesterday morning and found a watery 
grave, : 7 

Norris and his three friends had been 
drinking and the young man who was 
drowned was warned by his comrades not 
to trust himself beyond his depth in the 
lake, for they realized he was not in a 
condition to swim any great distance. 

Another young man in the party was 
also swimming at the time, jbut he did 
not see Norris when he sank under the 
water to rise no more, 

At 9 o’clock three or four hours after 
the accident, Norris’s body was found 
with grapling hooks. It was brought to 
the city and placed in the undertaking 
establishment of W. H. Meyer & Co., 
where the coroner held an inquest in the 
afternoon. 

A bruise on the top of the head caused 
jury at first to suspect foul play, but 
Dr. Bizzell, county physician, pronounced 
the wound a bruise which might have 
been made by the grappling hooks, and 
the verdict of the jury was that Norris 
came to his death by accidental drown- 
ine. 

Saturday night between 10 and 11 o'clock 
Norris, with three friends, J. B. Smith, 
of 82 Terry street; H. F. Shockley, of 6% 
Whitehall street, and W. T. Lynn, of 20 
King street, went to Lakewood for a ride. 
All four young men. had been drinking, 
according to the evidence before the cor- 
oner’s jury, and it was alleged that the 
reason the party remained in the woods 
all night was becauge Norris was unable 
to get back to the car line. 

Camped in the Woods at Night. 
‘Missing the last Gar from Lakewood to 
the city, the four voung men built a fire 
on the extreme west end of the lake and 
slept upon the grounds in the woods. 

Yesterday morning about 4 o’clock Nor- 
ris and Smith awoke and decided to take 
a bath tn the lake. Smith plunged into 


the water and began to swim toward 
the opposite shore. Norris followed after 
him, 


Shockley states that he was watching 
the swimmers and he saw Norris sud- 
dently throw up his hands and sink. He 
called to Lynn, who had gone to sleep 
again, and told him that he believed Nor- 
ris was drowning. Smith was called to, 


but before he could reach the spot where 
Norris was last seen, the latter had dis- 


‘appeared from sight the last time, 


Body Found in the Lake. 


Trolley car men brought the news of 


‘the drowning to the city and a party 


went out to search for the body. About 
9 o'clock the body was found by means of 
grappling hooks. 

The coroner summoned g jury and held 
the {inquest in the afternoon. All three 
of the young men who were with Norris 
appeared as witnesses. Accidental drown- 
ing was the verdict rendered by the jury. 

Necrris was twenty-seven years of age 
and unmarried. He was a son of W. D. 
R. Norris. a contractor, who resides at 
No. 33 Garnett street. The deceased was 
a railroad emplovee. 

The funeral will occur this afternoon 
from the residence at 3:30 o'clock, and 
the interment will be at Westview.

Night Experience. 


BUT THE BURGLAR GOT AWAY 


Was Trying To Enter Rear Door of 
King Hariware Company. 


OFFICER FIRED TWO SHOTS AT FUGITIVE 


The Burglar Had His S*xull Cracked 
but Managed To Run Away—His 
Tools Were Captured. 


After being clubbed and shot at twice 
by a police officer a negro burglar cs- 
caped last night about 10 o’clock from the 
rear of the King Hardware Company, 
where he had been detected trying to 
force an entrance. 

The store of the King Hardware Com- 
pany is at No. 63 and 65 Peachtree street, 
and the rear doors open on a vacant lot 
facing South Pryor street. 

Last night shortly after 9:30 o’clock 
a negro burglar slipped into the vacant 
lot and with chisels and a crowbar began 
to* force open a door. 

Patrolman Newt Heard, while examin- 
ing the doors of the stores on his beat, 
stepped into the vacant lot and saw the 
negro. 

The officer made a spring toward the 
burglar,. at the same time getting his 
club in readiness for action. The negro 
turned with his crowbar in his hand, but 
before he could use it the polifceman raised 
his club‘ and struck the negro a sharp 
blow on the head. 

The negro reeled and staggered as if 
he was about to fall, but rallied and 
made a break to get away. 

The officer had by that time drawn his 
pistol, and he called to the fleeing rogue 
to halt, but this only made him run the 
faster. 

Officer Heard fired twice at the fugitive, 
but missed both shots. He gave the burg- 
lar a long chase, but failed to overtake 
him. 

The chisels and crowbar were captured 
and sent to the police barracks. 

“TI gave the thief a good rap with my 
club,”’ said Officer Heard last night, ‘‘and 
I thought at first I had knocked him 
down. I never had any idea the negro 
would attempt to run after I struck him, 
but he did and he was about as fast a 
runner as ever I saw. The only satisfac- 
tion I have is that I stopped a burglary 
and at the same time gave a rogue a 
headache.” 

Officer Heard said he did not get a 
good look at the burglar to be able to 
identify him if he sees him again.

ELOQUENT SERMONS PREACHED IN 
- SOME ATLANTA PULPITS YESTERDAY 
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* FIRST METHODIST. 


Rev. Dr. W. E. Cave, of Paducah, Ky., 
preached at the First Methodist church 
yesterday morning. 

A congregation larger in number than 
usually attends the Sunday morning ser- 
vice of this church heard him with closest 
attention, 

His sermon was a forcefuf and earnest 
plea. Dr. Cave possesses a vibrant, splen- 
didly modulated voice, and speaks with 
a distinctness and power that the con- 
gregation was quick to appreciate, 

For the morning lesson he read the 26th 
chapter of the Acts of the apostles, where- 
in is set forth Paul’s defense before King 
Agrippa. Dr. Cave took his text from 
the nineteenth verse of the same chapter; 
“Whereupon O King Agrippa I was not 
disobedient unto the heavenly ‘Vision.’’ 

From this text Dr. Cave preached a 
stirring and powerful sermon. 

He said that to nearly every man on 
earth these heavenly visions came at 
some time during the course of his Ife; 
that the goming of this vision marked tthe 
highest point a man could attain in this 
life. It marked the time when spiritually 
and mentally he was capable of the best 
work of his life. 

All men and women of the past whose 
work has lived after them, who did che 
best work of the ages that have passed, 
have had this heavenly vision and obeyed 
it unquestioningly. 

Moses, Joseph, Daniel, Calvin, Wesley, 
Luther, Milton, Bunyan, Knox, all came 
to their generation with accounts of a 
heavenly yision. Al] the great figures in 
the world’s history had seen this heavenly 
vision and obeyed its call. ‘ 

The call comes, he said, when we are 
overwhelmed with a sense of our own 
inadequacy, 

It is impossible in a brief Synopsis to 
indicate the splendid imagery and logical 
coherence of thought that marked the 
sermon, 


: MERRITTS AVE. CHURCH. ‘ 


At Merritts Avenue church the morn- 
ing sermon Was by Rev. G. W. Petrie, 
D.D., of Charlottesville, Va., a member 
of the Presbyterian general assembly, 
now in session. The text was I John iii, 
2: “‘We shall be like him, for -.we shall 
see him as he is.”’ 

He said substantlally: 

“The text is a little temple 
apartments, all of which are beautiful 
and holy. Taken in inverse order we 
read, ‘As He is we’ shall see Him, for-we 
shall be like Him.’ 

“Christ lives as He is today and not 
obsolete and suited to the old time now 
gone. Christ is a living Lord. A reli- 
gion 2,000 years old, however grand its 
monuments may be, does not by its mere 
antiquity attract us. Though we were 
faithful and earnest mourners of a dead 
Jesus, we would not be of much force. 
The voices of the past, however sweet, 
do not compare with the living words 
of Christ of today, gloriously alive to us 
and to our needs. Do not picture Jesus 
Christ in the somber experiences of His 
life in Gethsemane or on Calvary, a man 
of sorrows and acquainted with grief. Il 
love to think of Jesus Christ of the Bible, 
who lives today among us, communing 
with those who need Him. 

‘‘In the palace of the Caesars at Rome 
is a window perfectly preserved in its 
original position. The view of Rome to 
the emperor as he surveyed his splendid 
capital is not the same as appears to the 
tourist of today, looking upon the iden- 
tical spot, yet upon a different scene. 
So the Bible is a window through which 
we see now, and ages past have seen, 
the Christ, living, moving, changing to 
the view of the changing demands of a 
progressing world with its varying 
needs. Jesus is sweet to us in His per- 
fect humanity. He is a glorious Lord. 
During His life His glory was veiled by 
flesh, save on the mount of transfigura- 
tion. The hand of John trembled when 
on Patmos he attempted to describe the 
glories of the heavenly vision. | 

“There are two kinds of Christians. 
They who dwell on the crown of thorns, 
the blood-sweat of Gethsemane and the 
darkness of Calvary and feel the earth 
shake in its fright as the Lord dies. ‘i‘he 
other, they who do-not disparage the 
death and sufferings of the Lord, but 
who look rather to the cloud of glory 
that swept Him from view as He. as- 
cended to the heavens, glorified and 
precious. They who look backward and 
they who look forward are the two divi- 
sions. . 

‘To love Jesus we must not use a mere 
historic faith, We need not go back to 
Jerusalem and see Him clothed in orien- 
tal costume walking His daily way. We 
need to see Him clothed in omnipotence 
of life ready to answer our every call 
for help. 

‘Some of our best views of Christ are 
from the heart-eye; where we love most 
our perception is keenest. John, who 
loved best,, first knew the Lord on the 
troubled sea. The mother hears first 
the child’s cry of pain. We see Jesus 
and He sees us and. we perceive Him by 
the heart. Faith stumbles on perhaps in 
darkness and strains toward the light. 
The flash comes and we see and know 
our way. We shall see Jesus thus. 

‘“‘We shall be like Jesus—such is the 
promise. Whatever we lack, and we 
shall lack greatly—when we see Him 
shall be filled, and the transformation 
of the striving heart shall be complete. 
teligion is character, however imperfect 
it may be by our human effort. It will 
be changed when we look upon the King 
and become like Him.”’

Francis R. Beatty, professor in the Pres- 
byterian Theological serninary at Louis- 
ville, Ky., and one of the delegates in at- 
tendance at the convention here, preached 
an interesting sermon on repentance.

The theme 
of the sermon was the last grand invi- 
tation of Christ to the world, as record- 
ed in Revelations “And the Spirit and 
the Bride say come, and let him that 
heareth say come, and let him that is 
athirst come, and whosoever will let 
him take of the water of life freely.’’ 
After speaking of the nature of the in- 
vitation, he enumerated the induce- 
ments offered for its acceptance.. The 
first he mentionef- was life. Sin and

death, he said, have laid their icy hands |

upon the fairest flowers that adorn the 
human soul, and only the fructifying 
beams that radiate from the Son of 
Righeousness can restore that life to the 
soul. He also mentioned knowledge as 
a reward and exalted the wisdom of the 
Bible above all human science and learn- 
ing. All the progress of the century was 
traced to the illuminating influence of 
Christianity. P~ 

At the evening service Rev. R. H. 
Hall,, D.D., of Greenville, 8. C., preach- 
ed a most interesting sermon from the 
text, “‘And they cried, The sword of the 
Lord and of Gideon.’’ Comparing the 
church today to the little army of Gid- 
eon, he drew many practical and sug- 
gestive lessons from this fertile sub- 
ject. 
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: FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 


Dr. W. H. Neel, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of Memphis, Tenn., 
occupied the pulpit of the First church 
of that denomination in this city yester- 
day morning. The congregation that heard 
the scholarly discourse of the visiting 
pastor was one of the largest the church 
has had in some time and the impression 
created by Dr. Neel was a fine one. 

He spoke on the text Acts xxvi:l6: ‘For 
I have appeared unto’ thee for this pur- 
pose to make thee a minister and a 
witness both of these things which thou 
hast seen and of those things in which I 
will appear unto thee.”’ : 

Dr. Neel dealt with the life and charac- 
ter of Paul; of his conversion from an 
enemy of God into the man who as Paul, 
the apostle, was to do more for the 
Christian church next to the God man 
Himself than any other character in his- 
tory. 

“I would not take the conversion of 
Saul of Tarsus,’”’ said Dr. Neel, ‘‘as the 
best tne of conversion. In his case there 
was a great gulf between his life of hatred 
and enmity to God and the latter life he 
lived as the humble servant.of his King. 
The transition was great and far reach- 
ing. 

‘In estimating the character and life 
work of Paul we must not fail to consider 
the hindrances in his path which would 
have appeared to many nigh insurmount- 
able. In the first place there was the race 
hatred. You, my friends in Georgia, know 
something of race prejudice (let us call 
it that for want of a better term), and 


you can understand to some extent, though 


not fully, what the projudice was that 
Paul had to overcome. He was a He- 
brew of Hebrews, proud of their tradi- 
tions, their history, their oracles and rites, 
and he was called on by God to go and 
minister to the Gentiles, the despised of 
his race. It was a hard difficulty to over- 
come, and then there were the indignant 
exclamations of his own people: ‘Go unto 
the Gentiles? It would be better if we 
should kill them rather than this should 
come to pass, Death would be preferable 
to such a life.’ 

“Yet did Paul, in the firmness of his 
faith in God, not only give the gospel to 
the few Gentiles in Asia, but he carried 
it te Europe and there planted the church 
of the living God, from whence it has 
gone to every nation and people of the 
earth. 

“I say in all reverence and humility 
that next to the God man, Paul has done 
more to establish the Christian church 
and to give it free to all the people of 
the earth than any other man. 

“Once a great sculptor who had modeled 
a statue of exceeding beauty was carried 
to the place of its dedication. He was, al- 
though a great artist, no orator, and when 
called upon by the crowd he simply laid 
his hand on the statue and said: ‘This 
is my speech.’ So with all due reverence 
and respect, Paul, the apostle, might say 
as he lays his hand on the. Christian 
church, ‘This is my work.’ 

“Tf Paul could overcome the obstacles 
that rose everywhere in his path and yet 
kept straight in the path pointed out by 
God, cannot you who are not faced by 
such obstacles do likewise? 

“Ag in the case of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, it was not that He is what He is— 
the Son of God—but that He came among 
us in the garb of a max, humbled Himseif 
and for our sakes died ever the death cf 
the cross that He might ascend to re 
ceive the reward of His Father in heaven.”’ 


“ CENTRAL PRESBYTERIAN. ®° 


At the Central Presbyterian church Dr. 
R. C. Reed, a distinguished professor in 
the theological seminary at Columbia, 8S. 
C., and a popular candidate of the gen- 
eral assembly for its moderator, preached 
at the morning service to a congregation 
that filled every seat. Dr. Reed took as 
his text the ninth verse of the tenth 
chapter of John: “I am the door; by Me 
if any man enter tn, he shall be saved, 
and shall go in and out, and find. pas- 
ture.”’ 

The sermon throughout adhered to the 
figurative beauty of the text and was 
pastoral in its illustrations. The speaker 
prefaced his remarks by an explanation 


,of the sheep fold referred to in the text 


as it was in the time of Christ. He then 
applied the simile to the Christian Ife. 
The fold of the church could only be en- 
tered to the soul’s salvation through the 
door of Christ. To secure the opening of 
the door one must knock with the hand 
of a penitent faith. Faith by works and 
a righteous life would not suffice. Dr‘ 
Reed referred to the parable of the rich 
young ruler who asked the Master what 
he must do to be saved. 

‘How many of our churches,” he asked, 
“would not have gladly opened wide their 
doors to him? Not so Christ. Because 
the young man lacked the one thing need- 
ful the door was closed to him.” The 
story of Mary and her box of precious 
ointment was referred to in a like con- 
nection. “‘How many of our churches,” 
asked Dr. Reed, ‘‘would have opened their 
door to this social outcast? They would 
have shut the door in her face. Not so 
Christ. She possessed the one thing need- 
ful and she was allowed to pass in to the 
joy of the Lord.” Within the fold there 
was not only safety from the wolves of 
sin, but the herbage of the _ sptritual 
pasture was satisfying. It appeased the 
hunger of the spirit for truth. 

The parable of the lost sheep was given 
with beautiful application to the church 
of the Good Shepherd on earth. Not the 
least charm of the sermon was its sim- 
plicity and the ease of the preacher in 
its delivery.

life perceptibly increases, 

“We come less and less to fear death 
und see less about it to abhor.”’ 


° AT THE FIRST BAPTIST. ° 
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Dr. R. R. Acree, Of Clarksville, Tenn., 
occupled the pulpit of the First Baptist 
church yesterday morning. He was heard 
by a large congregation with the closest 
interest. 

Dr. Acree delivered a forceful and elo- 
quent address. He said in part: 

‘The theme upon Which I shal] address 
you this morning is ‘Every Life is a Plan 


| of God,’ and the text is ‘My meai is to do 


the will of. Him that sent me, and to finish 
His work.’ 

“The text teaches, at least Inferentially, 
that every one not only has a work which 
he might do, but that he has his work 
to which he is directly called and ought 
to do; that every life is a plan of God, 
and that in a large Measure both useful- 
ness and happiness depend upon the dis- 
covery .of the divine pian and the fulfill- 
ment of God's will, 

“Life is not a bundle of chances tied 
with the brittle string of circumstances; 
life is a result. 

“This one thing I do’ is the beginning 
of victory. To. giorify God in the eartna 
and to finish His work is immortal glory. 
Always, but never more than now, as 
she stands amidst the Babe] of irreconcil- 
able voices, each claiming to be the way 
and the truth, does the woman of this 
generation need to take a stand by the 
side of her Creator and ask, honestly, 
reverently, bravely apk, ‘Lord, what will 
thou have me to do? 

“That every life is a divine plan I ar- 
gue: 

“l. From analogy. All nature discovers 

God’s plan and purpose. Al] things work 
together from an atom to a planet. 
Whether astronomy gazes upon the stars 
or geology steals secrets from the labo- 
ratory of the hills; whether the telescope 
brings down the planet or the microscope 
brings up the atom, where we can see 
anything we can see that to everything 
there is a place and a work. 
' “2. From the kingdom in heaven. There 
the angel and archangel has his work. 
And oh! mystery of God, He has His 
place and york. In the scheme of re- 
demption the Father plans, the Son exe- 
cutes, the Spirit applies, 

‘3. From sacred history. The earliest 
records of God dealing with men reveal 
oa ae that God called men to a special 

ork. 

“‘He called Abraham to be the ‘father 
of the faithful,’ Joseph to preserve life, 
Moses to deliver Israel, Joshua to conquer 
Canaan, Pau] and Barnabas to preach the 
Slad tidings of great joy. These are not 
the divine exceptions, but samples of the 
divine method. 

“4. From human consciousness. The 
fact throbs in oursghearts. Somewhere I 
feel that there ig an answer to my ques- 
tion, ‘Why am I? It ds from this point 
of view, from the inward and spiritual, 
rather than from the outward and carnal. 
that life ought to be viewed. It is more 
important to do the right thing than to do 
things right. 

“As I look into your fresh and earnest 
young faces I woyjder, but do not know 
what God’s plan in you is. I only know 
that God wills your salvation: that before 
all and above all is your call to eternal 
life. I know that apart from Christ vou 
are nothing and that the will of God 
is that vou believe on Him whom He hath 
sem. Take this first step, come to Christ, 
and having ceceived vour commission 
from Him, bring all the powers of your 
eine to its gischaran, and joyfully await 

e crown Of life and th ri 
faithful. e reward of the

Rev. John Franklin Cannon, D.D., the 
retiring moderator of the assembly, occu- 
pied the pulpit of the Second Baptist 
church, He took his text from Samuel 
xiv, 14. He drew a comparison between 
the scheme of David and others to bring 
back to the kingdom the murderer Abso- 
lom, 

He said in part that the plan they adopt- 
ed did not satisfy justice, The law was 
Suspended, not satisfied.

Rev. Henry H,. Proctor spoke ai the 
First Congregational church, colored, last 
night on “The Case of the Negro in the 
Light of the Montgomery Race Conven- 
tion.”’

execution:dces more good than ten lynch- 
ings.” 

He opposed the repenl of the fifteenth 
ameniment end argued that public senti- 
eient should be brought up to it. He fav- 
ored the application of -:npartial tests to 
all voters alike, educational or property, 
or both. We pleaded for both mees to 
lay aside prejudice and mal'ce and cherish 
the spirit of lcve; this would settle every 
difficulty.
